The Central American Xxpedition.

Col. Kinney, it is sow said, has at leogth succesded in
fitting out anexpedition for Central America, and he and
his baad of e¢migrants will soon sail for their new
hemes. The emigrants are armed aad equipped as th
adventurs requires, The steamablp Umited Brates
now lying st the foot of Eighth street, Emst river,
fa the veszel selected for oarrying out the celoniats,
and will sail on the 7th day of May nmext. This isa
vessol of great speed, having recently made a trip
from Havama to New York ia three days and twenty-
fhree hours, the best time om record betweéen thess
ports, Bheid sharpbullt, Is of about 1,600 tons barien,
and can fortably date between five snd alx
bundred passengers, about the number that are engagsd
to sail with Col Kipney. The stesmship will sail direst
for fam Juan de Nicaragus. The whole expedition is
under the dizest command of Csl. Kinney, but accom-

Dr. Baird's Lecture=The Last of the Counrsa.

The Rev. Dr. Paird finfshed the last of his course of
lectures before the BSpingler Institute, Inst night.
Notwithstanding the rain of the day and the muddy
itreets, there were present a good attenmdance of both
ladies and genvlemesa. The subject of last eveming's
lecture was “ Fogland and Irelsnd.'’

The reverend lecturer opened his discourse with a
deseription of the natural appesrances of the three pro-
vinces of the Britiah empire—Fngland, Ireland and
Bestland. England was a garden spot; Scotland was
much coltivated, and Ireland waw, infesd, in natural
biauty, the first gem of the sea. He was not surprised
tkat the Irish people were vo proud of her. Thelscturer
pext recoueted the wars of England, and devoted much
time to the period of Oliver Cromwell, He thought
Cremweil had the most wonderfal army of all which we
bave any account in history. 1t existed for twenty
years, and never was defeated. It went all over tha
cmplre, conquering everywhere alike. The lesturer
next turned to tke character of the English monarchs,
Charles the Becond was the most worthless ersa-
ture that ever eat upon & throme. George the
Fourth osly approximated him.
